COAL STRIKE, AFFECTING MIL­ 
LION MINERS, IS STILL 
UNSETTLED

London, 
May 
13.—Britain 
today 
awoke to the realization that the in­ 
dustrial peace, which was celebrated 
yesterday, was not peace after all. 
The coal strike, affecting more than 
1,000,000 miners, continues aud the 
issues which precipitated the greatest 
industrial struggle in history still is 
unsettled. 
Truce has come in the fight between 
organized labor and the government, 
but another fight, the miners pitted 
against the rest of organized labor, 
goes on. 
British miners are disappointed and 
disgruntled. 
Their leaders feel they 
have been deserted by the remainder 
of the organized labor movement and 
may decide to reject yesterday’s peace 
terms. 
It is hinted that the miners 
may even go as far as to withdraw 
from the Trades Union congress. 
Londoners were dismayed today to 
discover that a wave of the hand and 
a few words on a scrap o f'paper an­ 
nouncing the end of the general strike 
were not sufficient to restore the met­ 
ropolis to normal. 


THAT REVOLUTIONARY LEADER 
AND HEAD OF POLAND EF­ 
FECT COMPROMISE 
Berlin, May 13.— (UP) — Danzig 
reports today said negotiations 
be­ 
tween President Woleieehowski 
of 
Poland and Marshal Pilsudski. revo­ 
lutionary leader, who is reported to 
have occupied Warsaw, have result­ 
ed in a compromise which is inter­ 
preted as ending Pilsudski's revolt. 
Earlier reports from Warsaw said 
the government has issued a 
com­ 
munique saying: 
‘‘Complete order reigns in Warsaw 
and it. is hoped the incident is ter­ 
minated.” 
Unconfirmed reports from 
Bent- 
schen on the Polish frontier, report­ 
ed Monday’s bloody street battles in 
Warsaw. 
The revolutionary troops 
of Pilsudski, it was reported, entered 
the city and .stormed the premier’s 
palace. 
Many persons 
were 
killed 
and 
wounded, according to those reports, 
in fighting yesterday afternoon. The 
border advices added that the cabi­ 
net of Premier Witos has resigned 
and that a crisis involving the presi­ 
dent is imminent. 
Earlier reports said 10,000 insur­ 
gents occupied the suburb of Praga 
and that negotiations 
were 
being 
carried on between Pilsudski and the 
government, 
Pilsudski 
demanding 
the resignation of Premier Witoski.

PILSUDSKI HAKES 
DEFINITE DEMANDS 
(Copyright, 1926, by United Press) 
Warsaw, May 13.— Marshal 
Pil- 
sudski and his revolutionary troops 
today dominated this city. 
Pilsudski has occupied the War­ 
saw haracks as well as all 
public, 
buildings. 
Members of the gdverfi-lv’0 
ment have withdrawn under heavy 
guard to the presidential palace. 
Occupation of the city was order­ 
ed by Pilsudski after peace negotia­ 
tions, initiated by President Wojcie- 
choWski, had failed to appease the 
revolutionary leader. 
Pilsudski today issued the follow­ 
ing peace conditions: 
1. 
Resignation of the Witos gov­ 
ernment. 
2. 
Appointment of Pilsudski as 
premier. 
3. 
Indefinite dissolution of 
the 
parliament pending new elections. 
The demands are interpreted 
as 
amounting to a declaration of Pil- 
sudski’s intention to impose a dic­ 
tatorship on Poland. 
Pilsudski today launched a cam­ 
paign, so far bloodless, against ex­ 
tremists of the left as well as of the 
right. 
The socialist leader, Market, visit­ 
ed the marshal today to propose that 
Pilsudski take over control of the 
government with a coalition cabinet 
composed of radical and moderate 
socialists. 
Pilsudski refused. 
The southern environs of the city 
today were active, as 10,000 troops 
moved with tanks, artillery and ma­ 
chine guns. 
Overhead was the buzz 
of Pilsudski’s airplanes, seeking to 
corer the regiments remaining loyal1 
to the government.

GIANT AIRCRAFT’S RADIO SIG­ 
NALS PICKED UP IN 
ALASKA 
The 
Amundsen-Kllsworth 
polar 
dirigible has successfully crossed the 
top of the world and Is safe today 
over Alaskan territory. 
A landing 
should he made at Nome before mid­ 
night. 
This was revealed 
when 
about 
midnight, Alaskan time, the 
giant 
aircraft’s radio signals were picked 
up at St. Paul, Alaska, according to 
dispatches relayed to Cordova. 
The Norge wished to establish con­ 
tact with some station In order lo 
sen (I dispatches. 
Messages received at Oslo Indicat­ 
ed the Norge up to late Wednesday 
had not sighted land but only vast 
wastes of Arctic sea and Ice. 
The Norwegian Meteorological In­ 
stitution declared that on Wednes­ 
day, according to Its 
information, 
the Norge had experienced excellent 
weather conditions with no wind. 
No land. the Institution said, and 
no animals bdft been seen on that 
day. 
Only ice, broken by strips of 
water, were observed. 
Alaska awaited the coming of the 
Norge with an interest and a tensity 
of excitement which hardly has been 
equalled since the days of the gold 
rush. 
Nome, where the dirigible Is 
to 
land, w $ h reported In dispatches to 
the United Press to be In 
holiday 
dress. 
A triumphal arch has been 
erected, anchors have been sunk to 
which the Norge can be moored, and 
In letters 25 feet high the landing 
field has been mar ke d. 
The men of the town have volun­ 
teered almost unanimously to aid in 
mooring the ship. 
All through Alaska, the radio sta­ 
tions were tuned 
in 
last 
night, 
straining to hew something from the 
big ship. As far as was known, how­ 
ever, only the government station ut 
St. Paul was rewarded. 
Amundsen before leaving 
King’s 
Bay, emphasized that his desire, even 
more than to reach the pole, was to 
explore the “blind spot.”

Journal. 
The tract is a peninsula between 
Whitefish and Trout lakes, about 22 
miles from Pequot. 
Total purchase 
price for the land exceeded $70,000. 
There are eight miles of shoreline on 
tho two lakes. 
The property is to be platted, Im­ 
proved and placed on the market at 
a cost which will exceed $60,000, Mr. 
Kavli said. 
Development will in­ 
clude surveying, clearing In 
some 
spots, improvement of beaches, build­

Dr. Fagley was elected secretary of the Congregational Com­ 
mission on Missions last January. 
He was formerly executive 
secretary of the Congregational Commission in Evangelism and 
Devotional Life, and has had a prominent part in the annual pre- 
Easter evangelistic movements in which the leading denomina­ 
tions have united under the auspices of the Federal Council of 
Churches. 
Through these movements the number of new mem­ 
bers annually received by the different churches has been greatly 
increased. 
Mrs. Warner is associate secretary of the Commission on 
Missions and also president of the Woman’s Board of Missions 
for the Congregational Churches of the eastern states. 
Mr. Leiper is associate secretary of the American Missionary 
Association which is an agency of the Congregational churches 
for work on behalf of Negroes, Indians, Mexicans, Orientals end 
other “under-privileged’' groups. 
Mr. Leiper had a varied ex­ 
perience as a missionary in China before he became a secretary 
of the A. M. A. and he has made extended visits to Japan and 
Korea. 
He served with the Y. M. C. A. in Siberia during the 
world war. 
After the war he became director of student work 
in Tientsin. 
During the famine of 11)20 he was for a time sani­ 
tary director for a refugee camp of 50,000 near Tientsin. 
Much publicity was accorded the seventy-first annual nu cl­ 
ing of the Congregational Conference at Brainerd by the National 
Council of Congregational Churches press bureau located at Nev.* 
York City. 
Because of the national and world-wide interest dis­ 
cussed, many papers carried stones of the convention here. 
The Congregational churches of Minnesota have a present 
membership of 27,706. 
The Sunday school enrollment is 27,-‘521. 
There is a membership of 3,870 in young people’s societies. 
For 
missions and other benevolences the Minnesota Congregational 
churches last year raised $174,962.
